Your committee submits for reaf- 
Ormation the iletdarttUoa *tl priaci- ^ 
pies approved by the association at 
Its meetings In Parkersburg, 1903, 
Evansville, 1IM)3, and Huntingdon, 
1904. 

First; We reaffirm as the sense of 
this asHociaiioii that the Improve- 
ment of the Ohio river from Pltt.s- 
burg to Cairo should he such as to 
provide a nine-foot stage nt low wa- 
ter to provide for whifh we res|)ect- 
fully ask that all appropriations ond 
surveys necessary to tho completion 
thereof be provided for nt the earli- 
est practicable time. 

Krsolved. That /ongress be re- 
quested to cause the removaj of all 
artlAi-lal obstructioris to the full and 
free use of the Ohio river and Us na- 
vigable tributaries, to which end It 
Is recommended that the laws of con- . 
gresa for the preservation of harbor 
lines be strictly enforced. 

Third. As to recommendations of 
engineers, this association advocates 
that Improvements of the Ohio river 
l>e made according to the report and 
recoin mendat ions of the I'nlted 
Slates engineers approved by the sec- 
retary of war. 

Fourth. This a.'rociailon recoin 
mends the construction of a dam at 
or near Henderson, Ky., so as to 
make a depth of six feet of water on 
the mitre sill of the lower dam on ! 
(Ireen river nt Spottsville, Ky., which 
is neces.sary to make available the 
Improvement of Green river already i 
luiijpleled, as the result would also 
he to make a pool that would allord 
safe harl)or and adequate water at all 
seasons for the large population and 
Interests of the cities of Evansville, 
Henderson and Owensboro. We there- 
fore favor the project in advance of a 
general survey of the lower river.

At no time In its history has the 
Tenne.,ses Central railroad lieen so 
crowded with traffic as It has been for 
the past ten days. The rush of work 
has put several engines out of com- 
niission this week end other rnsds 
are being called on for help. The 
Illinois Central has furnlshml two hig 
locomotives for the western division 
of the road and the Southern is ex- 
pected lo furnish several for the east- 
ern division the last of this week. 

With the Illinois Central officials 
lime Is not dragging heavily on its 
hands insofar as the Improvement of 
Us division of the Tennessee Central, 
and It Is offirlally slated that work 
has been under way for the past 
three days, and that within the next 
eight weeks the entire 86 miles of 
track tieiween Nashville and Hop- 
kinsville wiM lie up to the standard 
of excellence of the other divisions 
of the road. The Illinola Central will 
Install a big steam shovel at Oravel- 
otte that can load 3,ono yards of dirt 
per day, and this gravel will be used 
at ballast, though from jBe other end 
of the division the Illinois Central 
trains are bringing in slag to line the 
roadbed with. The work is under the 
siiiiervlslon of Chief Rngineer Lonn- 
bladh, who, it Is understood, will 
continue as an employe of the Illi- 
nois Central.

agent. Mr. T. A. Rousseau may go to 
the Southern, while it has been an- 
nounced in Rvansvllle that .Mr. Wm. 
Smith, Jr., assistant general freight 
agent, of the Illinois Central at that 
place, will be given a better position 
with the road in .Nashville and will 
remove to this city.
